J. Stotehik, of the United S tates 
D epartm ent of A griculture, tested a 
strong brine rubbed over the hair of 
several animals and found th a t it did 
not kill grubs. 
He injected brine 
into the holes in the hide and tire

brine repeatedly over the lumps in 
the back of a steer from which the 
hair had been clipped.
